Jt was asong the Communist 
documents confiscatvid in the ‘anila raids of October 1950. The document 
was dated 9 Mey 1979, howsver, aandwritten marginal notations indicate that 
an effort was made to brint the document up to date following the outbroalk 
of hostilities in ‘orea. The decument is exceptionally well conceived and 
written.

I. The Mew Situ:tion inthe Cities and Towns:

In cur latest Po}. tical jesolution we declared the eiistence of a revolutionary 
situation and adootad co -crete assignments to prepare the Party to cope with 
the raoidly ceveloctng situation which we anticipated would be caused by, 
Sharpening the ant-linrclalist struggle in bhe Philippines, in cor-june ion 
With the charpenin,; ami—imperLalist struggle outside our country. 


In dine with cur volic:' oY sharpening the anti-iuperialist struggle, we 
launched a simu.vancous and coordinated attiacic on the puppets of the 
imperialist arv, om ail sectors, by celebrating the eighth anniversary of 
the TB. Altivugh ther: is still some weaxness in the implementation of 
such simultary ours attaciic, we accomplished our basic aim of projecting the 
armec strugs-e to the m\ions of discontented people who are presently 
looxing for decisive lesiership and secking solutions to their most basic 
anc press’ neecs. dhe: we first launched our coordinated attacks, these 
discontemed masses began asxing themselves if such attacks signified the 
bepinnin, of an [2D countar~offensive, which would finally bring about the 
overthr.w of the Liberal iarty zovernnment in witch the majority of the 
people aad already lest ccafidence. Although they realized that such attacks 
do nov yet constitute the beginniug of the ‘TB counter-offensive for whi.ch 
they «re waiting, these </illfully executed attacks greatly enhanced the 
prest.ce of the (LD to a voimt where the “BD now enjoys a quantitative edge 
over the Jationalista Party and other nonComenist groups, so far as the 
vasic sympatiy of the Macces ie concerned, Ls quantitative edze necessitates 
pursuing our political ovfensive by continuously harassing the enemy witaont 
rest, and more frequently launching coordinated and gimltancous attacks 
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against the enemy on all sectors, not only +o sway the reserves of the 
revolution from tae leadership of all non-—Commmnist parties and groups, but 
also to bring to the active revolutionary front those masses who are already 
logiting to us for leadership, but who, up to the present are still taking 

a passive and awaitist attitude. , 


Needless to say, with the implementation of- this new policy, there is 
bound to arise (as is already arising), a now situation, not only in tue 
field of actual armed struggle, but also in the cities and toms whore 
the enemy is most entrenched. Our party and its mass organizations have 
already been prepared to meet the new situation in the field of actual 
armed struggle. ‘he same cannot yet be said of the Party and our mass 
organizations in the cities and towns. 


What is the present situation in the cities and tows and what further 


developments can we expect? 


innediately after our celebration of the eighth anniversary of the 1im, 
the enemy displayed increased vigilance in all cities anid large towns, 
parLicularly in Menila and adjoining cities. The armed forces of the 
national goverruent, as well as those of Manile and adjoining cities, 
were placed on a Zh-hour alert, Checkpoints were established at el) 
entrances from the provinces to Manila and people were searched 
-ndiserimivately at these checkpoints. Pernm.ts for mass denonstretions 
were refused, and a permit granted to the Congress of Labor Organizations 
(ClO) te hold a parade last 1 May 195C cancelled, The 2! decision to 
hold the parade without a permit forced the Supreme Court to order that 
the permit be granted. Plans are being formilated for reestablishing the 
Lotorious Japanese~sponsored neighborhood associations, with the same 
objectives as previously set forth. Under consideration are plans for 
Fingerprinting and photographing all residents of Manila for the purpose 
ef checking on dissiden’.s and suspected dissidents, Raids were conducted 
on places suspected of disaffection against the governuzent in the hope 
that people would be terrorized into submission. The intelligence force 
or the enemy was increased and became extremely active, The mayor of 
Manila openly boasted that he till not respect constitutional guarantees 
in his drive against dissidents and suspected dissidents, This threat 
explains the relatively :00r attendance at the celebrations of the CLO 
on 1 Hay 195C, as compared with celebrations held previously. 


This is just the beginnire of more intensified suppressions which are 
forthconing. As We intensify and sharpen our Struggle against the enezy, 

the enemy will also intensify and sharpen its suppression of the peoples? 
tmovement and its organizations. This raises the practical question of how to 
carry on revolutionary activities in cities and towns where the enemy is 
Still strongly entrenched, where *ascist terror already prevails, and 

where we are not in a position to conduct guerrilla warfare similar to that 
conducted in the barrios, fields, and mountains. 


il. Correct Orientation on Revolutionary Activities in the Cities _and Towns 
under tha Freseat Situations 


iS in China, the development of our armed struggle for national liberation 
Will naturally start from mountain bases, frcm where it will expand its 

areas of influence and control, Under such 2 pattern of development, 
revolutionary work and activities within cities and towns should be 
coordinated with the development of the armed struggle originating in +he 
mounLain bases, and no overt military struggle of the type conducted in the 
barrios and fields, should take place until the Peoples! Liberation amy 
begins to knack at the city's door. Then the armed revolutionary -orkers 

and other elements within the tows and cities shovld begin to seise cs rategic 
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industries and plants, goveryment and other public buildings, enemy 
garrisons and other enemy installations, Under the plan, wile 
revolutionary activities go on in the cities and towns, the methods 

of struggle and forms of organization are being adjusted to the 
situation that exists within the cities and towms, and to the tempo _ 
of the development of the armed struggle outside the areas in question. 


To avold confusion, it must immediately be stated that revolutionary 
activity can take various forms, and that rwiile armed struggle alone 

can bring about the overbhrow of the rule of imperialism and its puppotsc, 
the conduct of such armed struggle involves activity other than the 

mest obvious carrying of guns and shooting the enemy. Again it should 
be clearly understood that, when straterically considered, the workers 
and the poor peasantry form the main force of the revolution and furnish 
it leadership, this does not mean that the workers showld be thrown 
headlong against the forces of the enemy under unequal conditions. 

To do so would be shecr adventurism, not scientific revolutionary action, 


In our past analysis of the wealmesses of our trade union movement, we 

have repsatedly stressed the theme, that our workers are not adequately 
schooled in the class struggle, and that trade wuion workers are basically 
motivated by economic considerations. Such analysis is correct as far as 

it goes, but it does not present the entire picture of the trade union 
movenerit, The analysis fails to take into account the basic Fascist 
character of the regime under wirich the trade union movenent is operating 
which molds the thinking and actions of the rank and file workers, Before 
the war, when bourgoise democratic freedom was still enjoyed by the people, 
the Party did not encounter difficulty in persuading workers to clash 

with the forces of the State. Then, when a worker fought a policeman, 

ait most he was instantly shot and ldlled,or else he was merely clubbed b:y 
the policeman. Now the situation is different. The worker who defies 

the State is immediately branded a dissident, and if he is not killed 
instantly during the headlong clash between the workers and the governnenth 
forces, he is further tortured in Fascist fashion, This fear of Fascist 
torture is preventing otherwise militant workers fron clashing headlong 
witu the forces of the State. The phenomena of Party members who are 
acaic to Work attively in Manila, yet aee ready to ge into the field 

of armed struggle, shows that our Party members are reedy to struggle 

oniy they are afraid to struggle under conditions of unequal strength 
vecause they lack the resourcefulness to struggle under such conditions, 

ft was our failure to encourage workers to clash headlong with the forces of 
the State which drove us to the conclusion that the workers are not 
militant, and that they are not performing their role as a main force 
and leaders of the revolution. 
Now, by way of self-criticism, we mst admit that our basic orientation 

on how to encourage workers to perform their historic role as a main force 

ani leaders of the revolution is incorrect, and even adventurist, This 

does not mean that sll our notions concerning the trade union movement are 
wrong. Neither does this admission of error mean that the appeasers were 
correct when they led the workers to support the Liberal Party candidates 

Sor senators, Our error was in measuring the revolutionary tempo and character 
of the workers by their willingness to clash headlonz with the forces of the 
State, especially when the fact that they would fight under conditicns of 
uncqual strength was only too clear to the workers tiemselves, To some extent > 
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i% can be said that our adventurist orientation was the reflex action 
or attitude produced by the extreme attitude of appeasement advanced 

by persons within our ranks, Because of our political immaturity and 
Lack of skill. in evolving various forms of revolutionar, activity, We 
ware driven by the extreme appeasonent of the enemy ana by the appeasers 
within the Party inte the adventurist position of encouraging the 
workers ta clash headlong with the forces of the State, to make them 
perform their historic role as a main force and leaders of the revolution. 
Thanks to the workers, who did not follow us in this adventurist policy, 
we are forced to admit our errovs honestly, and to reconsider and 
change our tactics accosdingly. 


Sf further reflection of our adventurist policy is our implementation of 
the armed struggle in Manila, Prodded by the armed struggle of the 
peasants in the field and provoked by continuous criticisms that workers 
in the cities have not performed their historic role oy coordinating 
their struggles with the armed struggle of the peasants, we finally: 
gave way to the adventurist policy of taking military actions in the 
cities. This policy was iuplenented despite the fact that we had not 
yet succeeded in preparing our mass organizations for such actions, For 
some time we maintained the correct position of initiating military 
xetion only when we had taken the necessary minimum steps to prepare 
both our Party and our mass organizations in the city for such action. 
However, we gave in to sur ovm impatience, especially when we were under 
constant criticism by the adveuturists who believed that the best way 
fo prepare our Party and mass organizations for military actions in the 
cities, was to lavach such military actions, This policy of launching 
uilitary actions in places where the sasces were unprepared for such armed 
struggle was successful in the barrios of the provinces where the masses, 
Jthough not yet adequately prepared, could at least seek protection and 
cever among our armed forces who were there to protect them. The situation 
is different in the cities. In cities, the masses who becom: involved in 
overt military actions cannot seek the protection of our armed forces, 
his causes even the noch militant masses in the cities, and even Party 
ymembe*s, to be reluctant to house our armed forces who are being sought 
ny th: enemy for participation in military actions. Because we gave way 
to the adventurist policy of launching military actions without adequately 
prepari:: both the Party and its mass organizations, our aruwed forces were 
disperse! and ve were faced with the problem of housing the remaining 
armed Jomes, The problem has come to the question of wiab to do with 
Party members who refuse to house wembers of our armed forces, since there 
48 a penerm] reluctance anong Party members to furnish such housing: 


bo This is not the first time that Party leadership was not followed by 

its rank and file and by the masses. During the Japanese occupation, at 

the height of Japanese-puppet suppression, because of our evorestinibion 

of our strengih in Central Luzon, wa instructed our rank and file to Lead 
the masses in cefusing to form neizhborhood associations wich the 

Japanese puppe’s were fercing on tae people, and instead to stand by our 
Barrio United lvfense Corps (3UDC) organizations. The refusal of oer om 
rank and file ix following the instructions, which arose from the refusal 

of he masses to “ollow them, forced the Party to change the instructions. 
Quick to realise .ir mistake, we permitted the organization of neighborhood 
associations, and «tiliszed them as a le al screen to carry on cur revolutionary 
bUUG activities. ‘Vien we impiomented the tactics of “retreat for defense" 
after the March 19. Japanase-puppet pacification campaign, the masees, 

our owmm rank and Tile, and even come ranking and uiddle cadres were 
veluectant to follon che cirective, because they feli the situation did not 
warrant the propese| retreat. There was an ovoroctination of the encuyts 
strength, resulting rom a previous csercobtionticn of eur owm sbronctl.. 
After a long, drawnout struggle, we finally realized the tactics of "retreat 
Sor defense” were lutorrect. Inomediately after the victory cf Hoxas and 
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the Liberal Party in April. 196 our Party leadership instructed ow lower 
organizations and the rank and file to stand their guard, stick to their 
posts, and not to rotreat underground, Here again the instructions 

of the Party leaders were completely ignored, and our lower orgarinat:ons 
and the rank and file retreated underground, formed armed groups and 
refused to be arrested and tortured by the Pascist agents of the imperialist 
puppets. This adventwrist policy actually was merely a cover for the develop~ 
ing appeasement. policy of the eneny, by Party leaders. The situation 
caused a decisive rupture in the leadership of the Party and led to tie 
rejection of the majority leadership b; the lower organizations, “he rank 
and file, and by the masses, It finally culminated in the suspension and 
‘aver expulsion from the Party of the ..aders responsible for such an 
adventurist~covering-appeasemont policy. This historical background is 
riven to show that the masses and party menbers who have had revceluticonary 
background and experience, and who have to bear the brunt of enemy suppressicn, 
know instinctively when to advance and when to retreat in the face of enemy 
fire, Party leaders should ‘learn from the masses in analyzing weaknesses in 
our mass moverents, in order to formulate comerete action and assisrments 
which would neither constitute appeasing the enemy or evading struggle, 

nor mean adventurist sacrifice of revolutionary cadres and masses in a. 
contest of unequal strength. ; 


To complete ow self~criticisn, the question which remains to be answered is, 
when should we have adopted this new, corrected oricntation on revolutionary 
- activities in cities and tovms? Our answer is that immediately after the 
imperialist reoccupation of the Philivpines, Party leaders should have 
realized that American soldiers, under the cirection of imperlalist-military 
leaders, came here not to liberate, out to exploit and dominate our country 
anl peonle anew. It is not the nature of imperialism to Liberate its 
colonies, and evidences to show that the American imperialists cane back 
to stay at all costs,are not wanting. “Ath such realization, we showld 
never have disbanded our armed forces as we did, but should bave immediately 
oriented the entire Party and the revolutionary mass movements it is 
leading, including the trade union movement, towards the eventual armed 
overthrow of the rule of i:perialism and its puppets. This does not mean 
that we shouid have allowed the advantage of the Linited democratic 
liberation,which the existing situation still permitted us to enjoy, slip 
by. We should utilize such 11 ited democratic liberties to sharpen the 
strugzle against imperialism and its puppets, to force their hand in their 
sham and pretense of denocracy. This the Party actually did. However, the 
erroy of the Party leaders then was their failure to orient the Party at 
that early date to the immediate necessity of preparing our organizations 
for the resumption of the armed struggle. Insofar as the trade union 
movement is concerned, 1% was correct to organize it on a legal bapis. 
Our error was in not orienting the trade union leaders ab that early 
date, at least to the inevitability of the armed struggle and consequently 
to the necessity of preparing the trade union movement to coordinate 
its activities in the inevitable armed struggle. Because of tue failure 
of cuci: orientation, the trade union movement, under our leadership, 
enraged in many activities wich, while useful to individual and oerticular 
unions, uid not contribute to the heightening of the revolutionary struggle. 
lus, instead of concentrating on organizing workers in strategic 
industries where seizure of pover at decisive moments would hasten the 
revolutionary struggle, our trade union leadership dissipated their time 
and energies by catering to the econo.iic demands of workers of trades and 
industries which are not useful in the over-all revolutionary struggle. 
IIT. Broad Implenentation of Our Correct Orientation:

A. Trade Union Movements: The trade union movement should cont! nue 
its legal reformist front and activities in order to s¢reen our revolutionary 
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, activities and to coordinate the revolutionary trade union struggle with 
the armed struggle for national liberation. It should continue its. 
legal struggle for the economic demands of the workers, and in this 
strugple, we should drive the workers to the hishest miitance of which 
they are capable, even to the point of inviting enexy suppression. This 
suppression will crive home to them the fact tuat there is really no 
democracy, and that the iB, under Commmist leadership, is correct, in 
the declaration that there is no way out for the exploited toilers, but 
the armed overthrow of the rule of the exploiters. The workers should 
be made to styuggle for colitical demands directly and in a manner clearly 
related to their basic economic demands, for example, staring political 
demonstrations to demari jobs for the jobless, the abolition of the 
Court of Industrial Relations for its partiality towards employers, for 
fice control and action against profiteers and black-marketeers. By 
such political dexonstrations the workers will finally reach the realization 
that demonstrations alone are not adequate to achieve their aims. Realiza- 
tion of this inadequacy will lead them to seek better end more adeauate 
methods of struggle in order to achieve o.cl demands, Folitical action 
woich will serve to link them with the armed struggle should be avoided 
for the time being, It is fundamental to human behavior to avoid being 
involved in struggle, uniess it is to one's self-interest. We should not 
appear to be merely involving workers in the armed struggle. Such 
appearances would be given by prematurely leading thea in political, 
actions Linking them with the armed peasarb wovement, leb active 
participation in the armed struggle for national liberation by the workers 
be a dialectical outcome of their natural qusst for economic securi. yy 
hrough their struggle for economic demands.

. Call a halt to the present planlessness and subservience of the trede 
union leadership to cconomic denands of workers in non=-strategic trades 
and industries. Our plan of organizing workers in strategic industries 
should be aggressively inolemented, and this implementation should not 
be waylayed by the demands on the time of our trade union leaders by 
workers in non-strategic industriss. Concentrate the building of Party 
cells among the workers in strategic industries, Conduct underground 
propaganda and organizational work among advanced workers who are ready, 
or can be made to accept the armed struggle. Build underground 25 units 
within the legal trade union mass organizations, aside from Party ceils, 
giving them concrete duties of information-gathering, finance-collecting, 
industrial sabotage, liquidation of trade mion Spies, saboteurs ard 
racketcers, and overitual armed seizure of strateric industries. 


3. Care should be taken that legal cadres being utilised prominently in ths 
legal trade union movement should not be involved in the (233 wumderground 
recruiting drives among the workers. The duty of IMB and Party recruiting 
should be assigned to underground Party workers who are not prominently 
identified with the legal trade union movement. 


Abo B. Armed Forces: Until the decisive monent arrives, military 

| perabions in cities and Large towns far from our bases shall be limited 
ris political liquidation, confiscation of enemy properties, and sakotaga 
of ener installations. For these assignments it is necessary to 
organize small, compact, highly-discipiined and mobile amned units 

who are especially trained for the work. 


5. To provide a mass bese for these armed units, a reserve for recruiting 
new men for these armed units, and a source of mass reeruiting for larg 
scale combat when the decisive moment arrives, the Party should organias 
people who already believe in the armed struggle and who Look to the 
{RB for leadership, This organization should be undertaken on a 
territorial basis in small units not exceeding five members in each unit. The 
organizational structure of such units, including the relationship between 
lewer and higher organs, should guarantee the mini:mm disclosure of nemoers, 
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These units will not be given active militery assignments until “ne

They shall be riven assignments such as infornation-gathering, finance 
collecting, housing of cadres and members of the active armed forces, and 
even actual struggle for the collection of arms and ammunition, 


The leaders of these wits shall be cent to the field and given an 
intensive and extensive political and military preparation for acadership of 
their units when the decisive moment arrives. Before tue arrival of 

the decisive moment » 6ach unit, or group of units Shall be given 

their respective sectors or assignments in the over-all plan for seizing 


power in the cities, 


Learn the dangers of giving way to impatience, leading to adventurism, 
from our recent experiences, Consider the degres of eneny suppreesion 
in cities, in relation to the present strength of our mass organi zations 
in the area, It is necessary to concentrate on developing the necessary 
mass base of organized and politically—minded masses, who will be ready 
to support, hide, house and otherwise help our armed forces. Without 
this mass base, all military action is sheer advenburism. Reject the 
"left" infantile theory of organlzine the necessary mass base in the 
tities by launching military actions, 


CG. Youth and Student, Hovements: Youth and student movements in the 
cities and toms should continues their legal existance and their legal 
strugcle on both student and national issues ,to any degree short of 
linking the youth movement with the armed struggle. Activities of youth 
groups should be utilized as a sercen to cover underground Propaganda 
and organizational work among the advanced students and youths who are 
ready to participate in the annec struggle for national liberation under 
Communist leadership and who are willing to expose the bankruptcy of the 
legal struggle, 


All youth cadres whe had Huk records during the Japanese occupation 
Should have alraady been sent into tie CLeld of armed struggle, Galy 
those who had no such records should-he utilized in the legal youth and 
student movements, Youth and Stucent cadres who are now Studying 

should already have been forced to leave their studies if they hac. 

Huk records dwring the Japanese occupation, and sent to the field, oniy 
Vhose taking technical courses useful to the revolution and to the futiure 
New Damocracy, shall be allowed to continue their studies, 


Cur drive is to send to the field of actual armed struggle students and 
youths whe can not be prevailed upon to participate in the armed 
struggle, Youths, particularly students with patriotic aspirations, 
absence of distracting family responsibilities, and wha have advantageous 
educational backerounds » Can be a valuable addition to the InB organiza~ 
tion, which is basically of beasant composition, with omy a few monbers

There will always te SULT iclem unc:posed youth and student cadres in the 
cities and towns to continue both the legal struggle of the youth and 
Student movements, and the underground work of the Party, including 

in recruiting within the leg.l student ang youth movenents, Precautions 
should be taken that caares being utilised rrominently in the legal 
movement should not be involved in recruiting for the Party and for the 
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Youth cadres who are assigned to Party and [LB recruiting need not be 
over~=cautious in such recruiting because they fear disclosure. Our 
policy Ls aggressive Party and IB recruiting combined with sending to 
the field the cadres who will be exposed by such agrressive 


‘recruiting policy, since they will be replaced by those whom they have 


recruited, 


D. Woment® Movement: The women's moverient should also continue 
its legal oxisténce and Tegal struggle in tows and cities, ®howing 
interest in issues conserning women, as well as in sone national issues. 
Activities of the women’s groups should. be used as a screen to cover 
underground propaganda and organizational activities which are designed 
ta help tue armed struggle for national literation. 


The most important underground activities which our women’s movement can 
carry on in the armed struggle are recruiting and training. young women +o 
serve as first aid assistants, and solicitors for contributions of 
money, office supplies, medicines, clothing, shoes, and other supplies 
for the armed forces. They also can be utilized as intelligence agents 
ami as couriers. Because of the increased mobility which our armed 
forces will have to adopt as the result of the increased and intensised 
suppression by the enemy, we cannot expect many women to endure the 
physical hardships incident to the life of rank and file guerrilla 
soldiers, 


The most important legal activity of our womens?’ movement should be 
iesuing neutralizing propaganda to counteract antagonism towards the 
IMB and the Communists. Such propaganda should stress the increasing 
difficulties of living by the common people, the burden of which is 
berne by the housewives. It should stress investigations of living 
conditions of women and children from the poorer classes, in order to 
expose the anomalies of the existing situation, even to members of our 
wonens! organization. In this manner, the more intelligent and horest 
women will” be encouraged to seek more adequate solutions to the 
problems wiich they encounter. They will reach no other conclusion 
than the Commnist solution of armed overthrow of the rule of 
iasperialism and its puppets. 


Vomen workers and peasants, and wives of workers and peasants, who 

are in a better position to understaml exploitation as a result of 
their owm experiences, should be involved either in the legal 

tyade union or peasant movement, or in auxiliaries of such movements, 
These women showld not mly ensage in legal struggles for wonenst 
economic and political demands, but should also engage in undergrovul 
Part: and IMB recruiting among the womens’ legal organizations. 


There should be contacts between cur working women and our middle class 
women, so that the latter will become involved in the struggle of the 
former, However, considering the relatively low ideological level of 
middle class women, care should be taken not to alienate them imnediateiy. 
Patience, tact, and correct techniques should be used so that middie 
elass women become voluntsrily involved in the struggle of the working 
women, Which ultimately will lead to their imvolvenent: in the ovar~all 
struggle for national liberation. 


E. Movement of Governnent loyees:; The government employees’ 
movement Should also contimie its legal existence and legal 
struggles for strictly covernment employees! demands, as well as on 
mild national issues, to any degree short of linking the organization 
with the armed struggle. Activities of government employees should 
be designed to screen underground propaganda and orgarizational work: 
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of Darby abd 1053 reeruiting among the ore advanced zovernnent workors, 
arnl eapecially among clonents witch would be most useful in paralysing 


govermiont functions y x nd walch the New Democracy will need most in 
its future program of reconstruction. 


Government amployees should be oriented not only to work under the Tew 
Democracy, but also to contribute their utmost to the establishment of 
an carly overthrow of the present covernmont. They should be uade to 
understand that the final test of their loyalty in the now rejrime 
would be to engare in cieeeecing activities so thet a decisive chanre 
ir. the presont society and its govcrnment will be achieved.

its employees as compared to private citiuens, care should be exercised 
to prevent unnecessary disclosure of our workers in governnent agencies. 
Ordinary goverment employees should be grouped in underground und LB, 

not exceeding three in each unit. The unit must be composed of employees 
whe not only believe in the same cause, but wha also have bonds of 
personal loyalty. Gevernnent employees occupying particularly strategic 
positions need not be placed in units. They should be contacted - 
individually to receive instructions and suidance in their work.

Since in ceneran relicious asses are the most backward and are even 
idealist to a point of passivity in their outlook, we should consider our 
york agong then as a noubralization of clenents which might othcrisise be 
made antagonistic toverds the (LR and the Commmists. The most inporbarnt 
aspect of ow: work among religious organizations is prepaganda, ‘4t.out 
destroying their belief in heaven, we should wus then bring heevim own 
to e@arthe Appeal ng to their humanitarian ae men we have to portray 
the sad plight of the masses, and dare then ? suggest pract eal. peligious 
solutions for alleviat ng husnan suffering. ve should oreject in shelr 
minds the strugple of the TB as a protection against the continued 
existance of luman misery and degradation. Few if any religious groups can 
be encouraged to participate actively in the armed struggle, but. tney can 
at least be infiuenced so they view the struggle of the 11D with symoathy 
ani understanding, abu thereby prevented from joining the enemy camp. They 
may even be utilized in conducting propaganda in our favor, 


Of all religicus organizations, only the Catholic Church and the t:: 
ni Seicto can rally their followers to a Jegree that they will fight 
the IMD and the Comminists, Thus the masces of these two religious 
denominations are our special targets for neutralization. The Catholic 
Church, because of its record and experience in organising counter--revolu- 
tions, is the most dangerous of the tro religious crouos. 


The Aglipay Church has a rlorious record of fighting acainst donination 
by the Vatican on religious matters. This church is the religiouwn 
expression of our strusele for national Liberation, Unlike the Gatholic 
Church, but dike the Iglesia ni cricta, it draws its flock from the 
explolted peacayte ard vorkers. Cormared with the Catholic Church tue 
various Protestant ckiurches also have Sace orocressive tendencies. Born 
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out of religious intolerance and bigotry, the Protestant Church and is 
follovers can be made to fight for democratic Liberties and encourazed 
to view with understanding the strugsle of the .MB for democracy, wiiich 
is being so rutalessly oppressed by the imperialist puppets. 


Our task is to win over progressive elements among the less reactionary 
religious organizations so that they will. work among reactionary followers 
to prevent them from bein: utilized by their relicious leaders in 
counter~revolutionary activities. 


Ge ‘Viork Among Technologists, Artists and other Professionals: The 
ideological struggle coing on outside and inside our country, and the 
frustrations being experienced b:r intelligent and honest technologists, 
artists and other professionals, is causing them to think of the basic 
cause for such frustrations. The most honest and progressive members 
of professional groups already realize that their frustrations are the 
result of the imperialist-feudal domination of our country. They are 
prepared to accept and even implement the Communist solution of armed 
overthrow of imperialist-feudal-puppet rule and the establishment of a 
New Democracy .

Tis 1s the Tesute ot” the 
relatively low development of capitalism in our country. So long as 
American imperialism is still very strong and capable of maintaining the 
rule of its puppets in our country, our national bourgeoisie will tend 
to be pro~-imperialist and to accommodate themselves as well as possible 
under imperialist-feudal domination of our economy. Under such conditions 
the national bourgeoisie develops comprador interests, and is willing to 
accept junior partnersnip with poverful imperialist interests, in order + 
develop local industries. 


Yowever, as the crisis with American imperialism sharpens, resulting in 
its inability and umvillingness to concede even crumbs to our local 
national bourgeoisie, some of tiem can be won over to the anti-imperialict 
struggle, Those national. bourgeoisie are carefully weighing their chances 
of survival and profit under impcrialist-feudal domination of our country, 
and under the New Democracy led by the Comnunists, 


From the very nature of their class interests, we cannot expect the 
national bourgeoisie to paxticipate actively in the armed struggle for 
national liberation against imperialist—feudal exploitation and domination 
of our country. The most we can expect from thom is not to be antagonistic 
towards the national liberation movement. Some of the national bourgeoisie 
can even be encouraged to take an openly anti~imperialist stand, especially 
at a tine when they already see that imperialism is retreating in our 
country »
